Columbia university, says in reply 
'to a recent protest made by Ger- 
man professors against “the out- 
/rageous action” of the French high

Dr, Butler's letter was sent to 
_the rector of the University of Up- 
‘sala, Sweden, who had transmitted 
an open letter of protest from the 
faculty of the University of Leipzig, 
addressed to the Universities of 
| Switzerland, Holland, Denmark, 
Norway and Sweden, together with 
_a@ letter from the University of 
| Heidelberg and Heidelberg academy, 
stating that those institutions join- 
ed in their objections to the treat- 
‘' ment accorded their follow savants. 
The neutral nations were requested

New York, April 18.—A strike of 
all the trades unionists in the bor- 
oughs of Manhattan and Brooklyn 


was threatened late today unless |

The declaration that a general 
strike was imminent was made by 
Edward I. Hannah, president of 
the Central Federated union, which 
includes all the trades in Manhat- 
tan, after a conference at the city 
hall presided over by Mayor Hylan 
at which the armistice granted by 
the harbor workers was extended 
another twenty-four hours. The 
truce was prolonged to give the 
mayor another opportunity to con- 
fer with private boat owners re- 
garding acceptance of an arbitra- 
tion offer made by their employees. 

. Great Strike Threatened. 

Mr. Hannah asserted that unless 
_the boat owners promptly showed 
|& disposition to meet their work- 
ers’ demands, he would call a joint 
conference of the governing boards 
of the Central Federated union, the 
Brooklyn Central Labor union, the 
United Hebrew Trades and the 
Women’s Trade unions to consider 
sympathetic strike action. Such a 
walkout would involve hundreds of 
thousands of workers.

NO REVENUE STAMPS 
AFFIXED TO BARRELS 


Action by Federal Au- 
thorities Is Expected to 
Bring Matter Into the 
Courts for Final De-’ 
cision. 

New York, April 18.—Brewers of 
the New York district took action 
today intended to speed court de- 
termination of the’r claim that beer 
of 2% per cent alreoholic content 


may be produced without violating 


the food conservation regulations 
when two of their number began 
distribution of a brew of the 
strength specified in barrels bear- 
ing labels describing it as a non- 
intoxicating beverage. 

The kegs, sent out without reve- 
nue stamps, which the collector had 
refused, carried tags announcing 
that sums equivalent to the cost 
of the stamps had been deposited in 
banks to await the claim of the 
government. Attorneys for the 
brewers who advised their’ action 
declared that other manufacturers 
in New York and elsewhere 
throughout the country also would 
begin distributing. 

Gevernment Action Expected. 


The beer shipped here from the 
Hoffman and Gambrinus breweries 
had been manufactured since De- 
cember 1, when by presidential 
proclamation use of grains for 
brewing was prohibited, to be modi- 
fied early this year by permission 
to make non-intoxiegating or “near” 


classified ‘as containing.Jess than 
one-half of oné pér ¢eent alcoholic 
content. 

Tt was expected thatthe brewers’ 
action would precipitate a move by 
the federal authorities intended to 
stop the sale of unstamped beer, 
thus bringing into the criminal 
courts the manufacturers’ conten- 
tion, already raised in civil suits, 
that the 2% per cent brew, being 
without the scope of the food con- 
servation and prohibition statutes 
forbidding production of  intoxi- 
cants, could be manufactured and 
sold, now and in the future under 
either the war-time or permanent 
prohibition status, in compliance 
with the law. 

The Hoffman breweries notified 
the internal revenue collector early 
this week of their intention to re- 
sume distribution of the 2% per cent 
product. This was the standard 
during the greater part of Ameri- 
ca’s participation in the war, under 
the food regulations. When appli- 


nied, the brewers announced their 
intention of tendering payment to 


the authorities.

START FOR IRELAND. 

East Church, England, April 18.— 
Major J. C. P. Wood left East Church 
at 3:15 o’clock this afternoon for |

Major Wood started his flight in 
ideal weather.

Germans Not Planning to 
Delay Signing of Treaty, 
According to Present 
Indications. 


April 18.—‘(Byv the Asso- 


ciated Press.)—It was stated in well 
informed quarters tonight that the 
situation of the peace negotiations 
was such that President Wilson 
probably would be able to sail home- 
ward May 20, and possibly a little 
earlier—by May 15. 
To Call Congress. 

The belief was expressed that the 
president would call an extra ses- 
sion of congress to convene between 
May 15 and June 1. 

Present indications are that the 
peace treaty will be signed before 
the president’s departure. Informa- 
tion reaching the delegates tends to

JAPANESE TROOPS 
ORDERED 10 KOREA 


Two Divisions Sent to 
Suppress Revolutionary 
Uprisings — 6,400 Have 
Already Landed at Fusan 


San Francisco, April 18.—Two di- 
visions of Japanese troops have been 
ordered to Korea to suppress revo- 
lutionary uprisings, according to a 
cablegram received here today by 
The Japanese-American, a newspa- 
per, from a Tokio agent. Another 
cablegram to the paper from Fusan, 
Korea, by way of Tokio, said that 
six thousand Japanese troops and 
400 gendarmes had landed at that 
place. 

REPORTS DENIED 
BY JAPANESE. 

New York, April 18.—The 
nese government suspects “‘one or 
two American missionaries of a 
connection with the present upris- 
ing in Korea,” but has followed “the 
most considerate method of dealing 
with the matter and has not arrest- 
ed a single one of them,” according 
to an official cable message from 
Tokio made public here today by 
Chonosuke Yada, Japanese consul 
general in New York. 

The cablegram denied reports that 
at Ping-Yang ‘‘a Japanese soldier 
struck an American lady mission- 
ary with the butt end of his gun,” 
or that at Noburu-Kawa “our sol- 
diers searched the home of an 
American missionary and forced 
their way into the bedroom of his 
wife.” Thorough investigation of 
the Ping-Yang incident, the mes- 
sage said, showed “the report origi- 
nated from the action of a Japanese 
soldier trying to force back the 
passage of a crowd with his gun 
held horizontally.” 

Asserting that the riots have been 
sponsored by ‘“‘one Son Heiki, who 
‘is at the head of a cult called Ten- 
'do-Kyo (heavenly way) and har- 
bors a mutinous ambition of bring- 
ing about a coup d'etat,” the mes- 
hoy continued: 

“It is a matter of exceeding re- 
gret that a certain portion of the 
missionary body has inspired the 
suspicion that they have indulged 
in words and actions susceptible to 
political constructions. But the 
authorities have ever respected the 
freedom of faith and at no time 
and in no-instance have they closed 
the churches conducted by the mis- 
sionaries. Only those among the 
leaders of the Tendo Cult and the 
Korean missionaries who have had 
an intimate connection with the 
present rioting have veen put un- 
der arrest.” 

The message asserted the reason 
certain native Christians and Korean 
students had joined the movement 
was because “they misinterpreted 
the significance of the league of 
nations and the doctrine of self-de- 
termination.” Leaders of the upris- 
ing, the message added, had forced 
them through threats to join the 
rioters “in order to gain public 
sympathy.’ 

After denying reports of cruelties 
practiced on the Koreans, the cable- 
gram declared armed forces had been 
employed only in “certain rewrote 
sections where police powers were 
inadequate. 

“Such a report as that of a soldier 
striking off a girl’s arm is utterly 
without foundation in fact,”” said the 
official statement. “As a matter of 
fact the sword now carried by the 
soldiers is entirely too dull to cut 
off an arm.”

New York, April 18.—(By the

| LITTLE OPPOSITION 
| FROM GERMANS. 

Little opposition to the peace 
terms is expected from the Ger- 
mans according to the latest re- 
ports in circulation in Paris as 
they are declared to be anxious 
for a return to peace conditions 
at the earliest moment possible. 
It is asserted that there is to be 
no German text of the treaty— 
the document to be issued only 
in the French and English lan- 
guage. 

Although a general strike has 
been proclaimed in Bremen and 


the assertion has been made 
that it has been impossible to 
unload foodstuffs, taken there 
on an American steamship, a 
German wireless communication 
asserts that the unloading of the 
vessel is assured. Employees of 
department stores and specialty 
shops in Berlin have joined the 
bank employees’ strike. In Ba- 
varia the situation still remains. 
acute, but few details are avail- 
able. 

BOLSHEVIK RIOT 

IN VIENNA. 

In Vienna there also has been 
disturbances. The Bolsheviki 
attempted to storm the pariia- 
ment building, but were de<- 
feated. 

Brigadier General Richardson 
has arrived on an ice-breaker at 
Archangel to take command of 
the American forces fighting in 
that region. A message from 
General Richardson to the 
American troops called upon 
them to maintain the morale 
that was expected of Americans.

To Direct Handling of 
Entire 1919 Crop and Ad- 
minister Billion-Dollar 
Guarantee Fund. 


New York, April 18.—Julius H. 
Parnes, president of the Federal 
Grain corporation, has been ap- 
pointed wheat directcr of the United 
States by President Wilson, it was 
announced tonight at the office of 
the food administration in this city. 

Mr. Varnes will direct the han- 
dling of the entire 1919 wheat crop 
and will adminiccter the $1,000,000,- 
00) fund appropriated by congress 
to take care of the crop under the 
government guaranteed price. He 
was selected for the place, it was 
announced, upon recommendation of 
Herbert Hoover. 

In addition to the administratiod 
of the $1.000,600,000 fund, Mr. Barnes 
will remain president of the $150,- 
000,000 government grain corporae 
tion, which will continue to func- 
tion as the commercial agency for 
carrying out the government poli- 
cies and also acts as the purchasing 


representative of the American re- 
lief acmintetration. 
Letter From Wilson, 


President Wilson said in his cable 


to Mr. Barnes requesting him to be- 
come wheat director: “Your respon- 
sibility will be directly to myself 


after Mr. Hoover’s retirement as 
chairman of the grain corporation 
on July 1. The experience which 
you have gained and the success 
which you have attained in han- 
dling the wheat and cereal crops un- 
der the food administration has been 
so generally recognized by expres- 
sions from the different sections of 
the community that I feel it would 
be a national loss if we could not 
have your services continued until 
the completion of thig most impore- 
tant national undertaking. 

“I should like to take,this occae- 
sion to express the high appreciae 
tion and gratitude which I have for 
the services performed not only by 
yourself, but by the directors, vice 
pre sidents and othe r members of the 
grain corporation. The _ sacrifice 
which these gentlemen have given 
inatim of national emergency, the 
skill ar ‘egrity with which they 
have c: ut so difficult an ecoe 
nomic undertaking, is one which I 
am sure the whole of our péople 
must appreciate. I am in hopes that 
these gentlemen will remain with 
you in this service and I would be 
glad if you would convey to each of 
them my personal ae for the 
exhibdition of sacrifice and willing- 
ness to national service which its so 
promising to the future welfare of 
our people.” 

Meeting in New York. 

The executives of the grain cor- 
poration in the fourteen zones into 
which the United States has been di- 
vided for administrative purposes 
will hold a meeting in New York 
mext Wednesday at which the per- 
sonnel of the grain corporation for 
the coming year will be determined 
upon. 

The first association of Mr. Barnes 
with government war work began 
when Mr. Hoover made him head 
of the wheat division of the food ad- 
ministration.

'his private business as head of the 


Barnes Ames company, the largest 
wheat exporting firm in the world, 
to carry on the work of the govern- 
ment, and has not since resumed ti. 

Born in Arkansas and spending 
his childhood in Washington, D. C, 
Mr. Barnes has lived in Duluth most 
of his life. He started out as a 
poor boy and has been identified 
with the grain industry since early 
manhood.

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A WORD AS TO OUR | 
TEACHERS’ SALARIES 


Inasmuch as those in favor of the 20% increase in the tax rate frequently 
refer to the matter of teachers’ salaries, and as many of our worthy principals 
and teachers are making a vigorous campaign in behalf of the increase, for the 
purpose, no doubt, of having their salaries increased, is it not reasonable and 
proper for the taxpayer to know just what our teachers receive now, what they do 
to earn it, and how their salaries compare with those of other city employees who 
are just as faithful, just as loyal and just as competent in the line of their duty as 
are our most esteemed teachers? 


While our teachers are nominally subject to the Board of Education for twelve 
months in the year, and while they receive their salaries in twelve monthly in- 
stallments, still it is a fact that during three months in the year their time is their 
own; during these months some of them work for employers other than the City 
and all of them have that privilege; some of them, in years past, on their-own ap- 
plication, have taught in the vacation schools, for which they have received extra 
compensation; some of them now teach in the Night School, for which they re- 
ceive extra compensation; all of them have the right to dispose of their time out 
of school hours according to their pleasure or interest, and we are informed that 
some of them have other employment. Isn’t the claim that they are overworked 
by the City pretty thoroughly exploded? 


Many of our citizens think that the present teachers’ salaries are adequate 
and even excessive for the service being rendered at this time, but the average 
man will probably admit that some raises ought to be made. Below appears a 
list of the salaries now being paid every white teacher in our school system. In 
order to be perfectly fair, we give the amounts received for the year, for each of 
twelve months, and for each of nine months, which is their annual term of service:

Now, just a few comparisons, which might be multiplied indefinitely: 


A policeman is on duty 8 hours per day for 
300 days a year, a total of 2,800 hours. 


A teacher is on duty 514 hours per day for 
200 days a year, a total of 1,100 hours. 

The lowest paid policeman receives $1,020 
per vear, or about 36 cents per hour while on 
duty. 


The lowest paid teacher, of whom there are 
only 17 in the whole system, received $660 per 
year, or 60 cents per hour while on duty. 

The highest paid private policeman receives 
$1,320 per year, or about 47 cents per hour while 
on duty. 


The highest paid grammar school teacher, 
of whom there are 43, receives $900 per year, 
or about 82 cents per hour while on duty, 

A captain of police receives $1,680 per year, 


The highest paid grammar school principal ; 
‘ about 60 cents per h rhil duty. 
receives $1,650 per year, or about $1.50 per hour bout 60 cents per hour while on duty 


while on duty. The chief of police receives $3,000 per year, 


or about 85 cents per hour while on duty. 
Fifteen of our high school teachers receive 
$1,800 per year, or about $1.63 per hour while 


on duty. 


Policemen have to go from home to the sta- 
tion and back again on their own time. 


Policemen have to attend Recorder’s Court, 
Superior, City Criminal, Federal and Municipal 
Courts all on their own time. Many of them are 
held for hours many times a month in some one 
or other of the Courts. 


Teachers have to go from home to school and 
back again on their own time. 


Teachers have to do certain outside work, 
requiring possibly 10% additional time. 


The voters are entitled to know the facts. 


Is it a fact that our Principals’ and Teachers’ payroll has been increased about 
$50,000.00 per year since January Ist, 1918? 


Is it a fact that about 275 of the teachers had their salaries raised on Septem- 
ber Ist, 1918, in amounts ranging from 59 to $15 per month? 


Is it a fact that the new Board of Education, during the present year, appro- 
priated $25,000 with which to increase the salaries set out above, and is it a fact 
that that increase was declined by the Teachers’ Association, whose policies and 
politics are shaped and moulded by the high-priced teachers and principals? 


Isn’t it a fact that $25,000 per vear properly applied to the salary roll above 
would pay our teachers pretty well for the services they are required to render?

Sam Jones is president, the city had 
planned to create a memorial park 
and dedicate it in honor vf the

In the park was to have been 
erected a bronze tablet on which 
the names of these heroes would 
have been inscribed, a permanent 
record of those boys who died for 
America and for democracy.

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GREAT WORK IS DONE 
BY CHARITIES IN 1918 


The thirteenth annual report of 
the Associated Charities shows that 
3,761 persons, representing 1,011 dif- 
ferent families, were under the care 
of the body during the year 1918. 
Of this number 1,713 were children 
under 14 years of age, 203 were more 
than 60 years of age, 167 were de- 
serted wives, 117 were widows with 
children under their care, 34 were 
unmarried mothers with children, 
105 had deadly diseases, 11 were 
dru addicts, 90 were otherwise 
handicapped and 16 were insane. 

The association was operated dur- 
ing the year at the nominal ex- 
pense of $9,702.64. This included the 
expense of the executive and the 
administrative departments. Lee 
Ashcraft, the retiring president, in 
his report, congratulated the mem- 
bers on the success of the work in 
the past year, and pointed out that 
the charities had aided tn numer- 
ous other ways. He said the body 
trained eighty Red Cross nurses, 
and organized a committee to han- 
dle family problems. 

In necessary relief the money ex- 
peniied totaled $15,023.05. Cash on 
and totals $1,204.55, and received 
during the year $27,788.

Such Is Message From 
Pershing Carried to the 
American Soldiers by 
General Richardson. 


Archangel, April 17.—(By the As- 
_ Sociated Press.)—Brigadier General 
Wilds P. Richardson, U. S. A., ar- 
irived at Archangel today with his 


staff on board the first big ice- 
_breaker which has made its way 
‘into the regular Archangel docks 
‘since the beginning of winter. 

_ One of the first acts of General 
Richardson, who comes to take 
command of the American forces in 
north Russia, was to make public 
'to the American troops a telegram 
from General Pershing calling upon 
‘them to maintain their morale, 
/General Pershing’s message was as 
follows: 

Pershing’s Message. 

‘Inform our troops that. all 
America resounds with the praise of 
the splendid record the American 
expeditionary forces have made. 
The reputation of the American 
soldier for valor and his splendid 
discipline under the most trying 
conditions have endeared every 
member of the expeditionary forces 
not only to his friends and rela- 
tives, but to all Americans, 

“Their comrades in France have 
not forgotten that the Americans 
in north Russia are part of the ex- 
peditionary forces and we are proud 
to transmit to you the generous 
praise of the American people. I 
feel sure every soldier in northern 
Russia will join his comrades here 
cS the high resolve of returning 
.to America with unblemished repu- 
tations.

ARMENIANS STILL 
SLAIN BY HUNDREDS 


New York, April 18.—Withdrawal 
of the American Red Cross from re- 
lief work in Aleppo, Aintab, Marash 
and other districts north of Jerusa- 
lem in Asia Minor and its adminis- 


for Armenian and Syrian relief was 
announced today by John H. Finley, 
commissioner for the Red Cross for 
Palestine, who has just returned 
from a trip to the Near East. Five 
hundred tons of cloth and general 
supplies valued at $366,706, which 
have been in warehouses here await- 
ing shipment, will be turned over 
to the American committee by the 
Red Cross, together with consider- 
able equipment now in Syria. 

Describing conditions in the Near 
East Mr. Finley said: 

“From the one town of Aintab 
30,000 Armenians were driven into 
the desert to die, and now there are, 
so far as we can learn, only 4,000 to 
5,000 alive. If this proportion holds 
true throughout, then nearly 850,- 
000 men, Women and children per- 
ished in that desert. 

“Throughout Asia Minor, beyond 
the peints to which the British and | 
French troops have advanced, the ' 
Armenians are still being persecuted | 
by the Turks. The fact that the | 
armistice has been signed makes no 
difference. In one way or another, 
by individuals and by groups, Ar- 
menians are being killed. I know 
of one case where 100 Armenians 
were slaughtered, and another where 
forty were shot down—all of this 
Since the armistice was signed.”

The candidates already in the 
field, either personally or through 
their friends, are General Alvare 
Obregon, General Pablo Gonzalez 
and General Salvador Alvarado on 
the military side, and Luis Cabrera, 
Felix Palavicini and Auguirre Ber- 
langa on the civilian side. 

General Obregon’'s popularity 
rests largely on the fact that he 
is the only officer who has defeated 
the bandit Villa in battle. It is re- 
ported that he is more friendly to- 
ward this country than formerly. 

General Gonzalez directed the op- 
erations which resulted recently in 
the defeat and death of the bandit 
leader, Zapata, which, it is said, 
has increased greatly his populari- 
ty. He is friendly toward the Unit- 
ed States. General Alvarado is 
known principally for his adminis- 
tration of Yucatan, where he put 
state socialism into operation. He 
is the most ardent supporter of 
Carranza. 

Luis Cabrera and Aguirre Berlan- 
ga are the members of the Carranza 
cabinet who are openly candidates 
for the presidency. Cabrera has 
been known to be hostile to the Unit- 
ed States and failed utterly in his 
efforts during the war to align 
the other Latin-American countries 
against this country. Since then he 
has publicly stated his eyes have 
been opened and he does not con- 
sider the United States a foe of 
Mexico. 

Berlanga, as minister of the in- 
terior, has charge of all the elec- 
toral machinery. He is reported to 
have been strongly pro-German dur- 
ing the war. 

Felix Palavicini is the editor of 
El Universal, and was consistently 
pro-ally throughout the war. He 
carried his campaign against the 
German influence to such an ex- 
treme that he was forced to flee 
the country. 


DANIELS INSPECTS 
MARINES ON RHINE 


Coblenz, April 17.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—From a parapet 
of the Fortress Ehrenbreitstein, 
more than 400 feét above the junc- 


tion of the Moselle and Rhine, 
Secretary Daniels had his first 
glimpse this afternoon of American 
marines on duty. Patrol boats were 
darting back and forth among the 
barges and tugs on the river, the 
American flag streaming from the 
Stern mast of each little boat. 

At the point where the Moselle 
joins the Rhine stands a heroie 
Statue of Emperor William T., said 
to be the largest of its kind in 
Germany. Beyond the statue there 
are great piles of lumber which 
aroused Secretary Daniels’ curiosi- 
ty as he looked down upon the ac- 
tivity of Coblenz, which has been 
increased twofold by the American 
occupation of the city. It was ex- 
plained to him the lumber was in- 
tended for new buildings which 
will serve as recreation centers and 
barracks for the American soldiers 
of the army of occupation, 

Mr. Daniels was taken through 
the underground passages of the 
Ehrenbreitstein fortress which were 
built partly by labor paid for by 
twenty million frances which the 
+zermans expected from France, and 
was shown the accommodations of 
American artillerymen where but a 
few months ago thousands of Ger- 
man soldiers had been quartered. 
He also inspected the motorized 
equipment of the 17th artillery regi- 
ment, which under Colonel Ww. 
McCable, formerly cavalry officer 
and commander at Ehrenbreitstein, 
is said to be the first American ar- 
oc ad unit fully equipped with mo- 
ors. 

Mr. Daniels will review tomorrow 
morning the second division, which 
includes a brigade of marines. He 
will go to Wiesbaden on Saturday 
and will return to Coblenz by way 
of the Rhine,

defeats and at last contributed to 
the downfall of the structure of pre- 
tence it had raised, are brought out 
here in a remarkable pamphlet said 
_to have been inspired by Dr. Wil- 
helm Muehlon, formerly director of 
the Krupp works, whose expose of 
Germany in 1918 as the real insti- 
gator of the war, sent him into 
voluntary exile in Switzerland. 

The pamphlet, entitled “How We 
Were Lied To,” is published osten- 
sibly under the name of Kurt Mueh- 
sam, a former Austro-German war 
correspondent. It is filled with in- 
Stances of military duplicity, show- 
ing the efforts that were made to 
conceal from the German people 
everything of a discouraging nature 
that had to do with the war. 

Newspaper editors, according to 
the document, were forbidden under 
dire penalties to discuss any sub- 
ject relating to the war without the 
approval of hundreds of government 
censors operating through 21 news- 
paper bureaus and vkrious branches 
of the government. The Lusitania 
sinking and the submarine contro- 
versy with the United States was so 
skillfully maneuvered in the press 
that for many months the people 
were led to believe that the nego- 
tiations were taking “a course very 
favorable to us.” 

Many Falsities. 

Only such news was published as 
the militarists thought would favor- 
ably affect public opinion and to 
carry out this purpose, the pamphlet 
points out, all kinds of falsities were 
employed. Secretary Lansing, for 
instance, was reported as being il) 
and on the verge of leaving office. 
A hopeless breach was also said to 
have arisen between the American 
‘secretary of state and President 
Wilson. These items appearing in 
all of the German papers and bear- 
ing the apparent sanction of the 
‘authorities were readily believed by 
the populace. 

Dr. Muehlon, who, in his earlier 
revelations, accused the then Em- 


peror William of having issued the 
order “take no more prisoners,” 
points out the astonishing fact that 
not once in all of the German war 
reports can be found any admission 
that the first battle of the Marne 
was a German defeat. The only 
thing that the German high com- 
mand was able to report about that 
terrible reverie was disguised in 
the words: “In the western the- 
ater of the war the operations, de- 
tails of which cannot yet be pub- 
lished, have led to a new battle 
which is developing favorably.

After months of deception in try- 
ing to convince the people that 
America would never enter the war, 
asserts the Krupp director, when 
President Wilson sent his ultimatum. 
the German press very readily exe- 
cuted an “‘about face” and endeav- 
the United States 
as a possible adversary. Quoting 
from the pamphlet: “The entry of 
America would mean little from a 
naval standpoint. Looked at from 
all angles, it would be possible for 
her to use only a few torpedo boat 
destroyers and a few small, slow 
cruisers which might, perhaps, be 
used as convoys, The United States 
has built no armored cruisers, which 
are decisive in maritime warfare. 
For the transport of an army corps 
of 30,000 men, 75 steamships of 4,000 
tons each are necessary. For the 
transport of 100,000 soldiers with 
nothing but their marching equip- 
ment, 400,000 tons would be neces- 
sarv for the double trip.’’ 

Even after the United States had 
landed more than 1,500,000 men in 
France, Dr. Meuhlon declares, the 
German papers’ continued their 
campaign of falsity and delusion. 
The diplomatic intercourse between 
Germany and the United States dur- 
ing the two years preceding Amer- 
ica’s entry into the war is set forth 
in the pamphlet with interesting 
references to Count von Bernstorff 
and his military and naval attaches, 
Boy-Ed and Von Papen, in Wash- 
ington. It was given out as “es- 
tablished” that the former ambas- 
sador, and not Dr. Zimmerman, the 
German foreign secretary, had con- 
ducted the correspondence’ with 
Heinrich von Eckhardt, former Ger- 
man .minister in Mexico, looking 
to an alliance between Japan, Ger- 
many and Mexico, if the United 
States entered the war. German 
newspapers were cautioned never 
to use “the unfortunate expression 
‘Zimmerman letter,’.” because it was 
believed this might lead to a sever- 
ance of diplomatic relations between 
Berlin and Washington. 

After the United States actually 
had entered the war the censors 
permitted such statements as “the 
damage to German ships lying in 
American harbors has been carried 
out to our satisfaction. For exame- 
ple, the giant steamship Vaterland 
has been made wholly unusable. 
Even the sketches :-of the turbine 
construction have been destroyed.” 


Views on America. 


An Interesting sidelight on the 
psychological view the average Ger« 
man was permitted of the American 
situation is shown in the following 
rummarization by Dr. Meuhlon: “At 
the beginning of the war America 
was inimical to Germany. But this 
situation was improved. After the 
Lusitania things got worse again. 
Then an improvement set in because 
America had such cause for com- 
Plaint against England. At the time 
of the breach of diplomatic rela- 
tions the impression prevailed that 
the people did not want war with 
Gerfhany. 

‘Wilson has a more strongly au- 
tocratic position than any European 
ruler. Since he is English in his 
upbringing he knows little or noth- 
ing about German thines and has 
no use for Germans. Undoubtedly 
he has been against us from the out- 
set. Often. however, he has had 
to guard the interest of American 
high finances.

Charleston, S. C., April 18.—With 
the arrival of the transport Zee- 
landia at the Charleston port ter- 
minal today, the final units of the 
30th (Old Hickory) division, which 
first pierced the Hindenburg line, 
at its strongest point, were landed 
on American soil. These men of the 


30th division were principally of the 
105th Engineer regiment. Other 
units of various divisions, including 
more than five hundred negro sol- 
diers of the “service of supplies,” 
were included in the 2,844 officers 
and men who were debarked in just 
thirty-four minutes. The soldiers 
were carried direct in four mili- 
tary trains to Camp Jackson, Co- 
lumbia, for disinfection. 

Among interestmge scenes at the 
pier was the meeting of Captain 
lh Groover, Jr., of Savannah, 
with his wife and two children, it 
being the first time that the cap- 
tain had set eyes on his 10-months- 
old son, Gordon L. Groover, III. Cap- 
tain Groover told a correspondent 
for the Associated Press that “Il am 
the happiest man in this outfit, and 
all of us are happy enough on get- 
ting back to the good old U. S. A.”

Paris, April 18.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Pres:.;—The allied and as- 
sociated powers are prepared to aid 


in the relief of Russia with food- 
stuffs, medical supplies and other 
necessaries, provided there is a ces- 
sation of hostilities “within defi- 
nite lines in the territory of Rus- 
sia.” This fact became known in 
correspondence which has passed 
between Dr. Fridtjof Nansen, head 
of the commission appointed to 
feed Russia, and President Wilson | 
and Premiers Clemenceau, Lloyd- 
George and Orlando. 

Dr. Nansen in his appeal to the 
council of four for aid in bringing 
relief to Russia where he said thou- 
sands of persons were dying month- 
ly from sheer starvation and dis- 
ease, suggested a neutral and 
“purely humanitarian committee” 
for the purpose., The council of 
four, in reply recognized with sym- 
pathy the situation in Russia and 
gave assurance of its readiness to 
succor the stricken people of Rus- 
sia along the lines that Belgium 
was fed and ministered to, but with 
the fundamental proposition that a 
cessation of hostilities would be 
brought about. 

Premier Clemenceau withheld his 
approval of the proposition tem- 
porarily, but added his signature 
today to those of Premiers Orlando 
and Lloyd-George and President 
Wilson, thus virtually assuring the 
immediate economic relief of soviet 
Russia, as Lenine is known to be 
willing to accept food on the con- 
ditions outlined by Dr. Fridtjof 
Nansen, and discussed with the Bol- 
sheviki by various neutral repre- 
sentatives at Moscow. 

While the plan is divorced from 
politics, it is generally believed by 
the entente powers that it even- 
tually will restore order and enable 
Russia to banish chaos.
